Group I, claim(s) 1-9, 17-18, 26-29, 37, drawn to broadcasting synthesized image data. 

Group II, claim(s) 10, 19, 30, drawn to broadcasting text. 

Group III, claim(s) 1 1 , 20, 31 , drawn to broadcasting non-image data. 

Group IV, claim(s) 12, 21, 32, 36, 38-39, drawn to broadcasting plug-in data. 

Group V, claim(s) 13, 22, 33, drawn to broadcasting link address information. 

Group VI, claim(s) 14, 23, 34, drawn to broadcasting position information of a pointer. 

Group VII, claim(s) 15-16, 24-25, 35, drawn to broadcasting imaged data depicted by 
operation of the broadcaster on the browser. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons (as stated in the 
International Search Report):

However, this matter is not novel, either (for example, see JP 2003-92706 A (for 
example, paragraph [0094])). This matter makes no contribution over the prior art and 
cannot be a special technical feature. 

Accordingly, claims of this application is divided Into the seven groups as has 
been described above according to the matters which may be special technical 
features. That is, this application describes the seven groups of inventions in total.
